PROMINENT Mill DEPUTY SHERIFF 
DIES SUDDENLY ANTONE QUILLA 


The board of trustees held its regular 
weekly meeting at the city hall last 
Wednesday evening. 

A comunication was received from 
James Smith surrendering his class A 
liquor license for Baden Hotel. Ac¬ 
cepted. 

Manuel Andrade made an appli¬ 
cation for a class A liquor license to 
conduct a bar at same hotel. The ap¬ 
plication was accompanied with the 
usual bond for $1000. 

Upon motion of Trustee Cunning¬ 
ham, seconded by Trustee Healy, the 
lieens'e was granted. 

A communication was received from 
the South San Francisco Water Com¬ 
pany, accompanied with a detailed 
statement of the receipts and dis¬ 
bursements of the company during 
1910, and cost of water plant since it 
began to do business. The statement 
is signed by Leroy Hough as president, 
and Ueb. H. Chapman as secretary, 
and acknowledged before a notary 
public. The statement show* that 
the company made sales of warmer, in¬ 
cluding deposits for putting in meters, 
during 1910 to the amount of $28,- 
270.14. The total expenditures during 
the year were $27,459.49. The report 
shows a loss to the company during! 
the year of $4189.85. 

After some discussion, City Attorney 
Styles was instructed to prepare an 
ordinance that will provide that the 
water rate to be paid by consumers 
shall be the same as it is at present. 

A communication was received from 
the San Mateo beard of trade asking 
that three delegates be appointed to 
attend a convention of civic bodies of 
San Mateo county to be held in that 
city this afternoon for the purpose of 
discussing ways and means of prepar¬ 
ing a San Mateo county exhibit at the 
Panama-Pacilic exposition in 1915, and 
to select a large delegation to appear 
before the board of supervisors next 
Monday, who will endeavor to iiave it 
levy a special tax for four years to pay 
the expense of the exhibit. 

Upon motion of Trustee Cunning¬ 
ham, seconded by Trustee Hickey, the 
communication was accepted and or¬ 
dered filed and Chairman McSweeney 
authorized to appoint three delegates. 
He appointed W. J. Martin, Thos. L. 
Hickey and F. A. Cunningham. 

The finance committee was instructed 
to inquire of the local light company 
and see if 40-walt Tungsten lamps can¬ 
not be purchased cheaper than what 
the city is paving at present. 

City Marshal reported he had re- 
oeived a check from the aviation com¬ 
mittee in payment for services of spe-, 
cial police at the late meet in this city. I 
Upon motion of Trustee He dy, sec¬ 
onded by Trustee Hickey, the delega¬ 
tion appointed to attend the conven¬ 
tion of civic bodies at Han Mateo to¬ 


day were authorized to confer with L. 
H. Newbert, manager of the United 
Gas and Electric Company, and en¬ 
deavor to interest that company in the 
matter of installing gas mains in this 
city. 

On account of the contract between 
this city and T. C. Rice, to lay curbs 
and sidewalks on both sides of Grand 
avenue, between Maple and Chestnut 
avenues, being legally defective, upon 
motion of Trustee Cunningham, sec¬ 
onded by Trustee Healy, a resolution 
was adopted annulling and setting it 
aside. 

Clerk Smith was instruc'ed to re¬ 
advertise for bids to do the work. 

Contractor Rice was given permis¬ 
sion to leave considerable material on 
Grand avenue, provided warning lights 
are placed upon it at night so that 
people passing will be protected from 
injury. 

Upon motion of Trustee Cunning¬ 
ham, seconded by Trustee Healy, $50 
was donated to the South San Fran¬ 
cisco exposition site committee for 
publicity purposes. 

Labor claims to the amount of $46.55 
were allowed. 

A claim of the Saratoga Gravel Co. 
for $874-76 for crushed rock furnished 
the city, was also ordered paid.

James E. “Dick” Rogers, a well 
known citizen of this city, was found 
dead in his room in theMartin building, 
next to Metropolitan Hall, early last 
Monday morning. Coroner Plymire 
was notified, and after an examination 
of the body by him, a jury was sum¬ 
moned and an inquest held. The ver¬ 
dict rendered by the jury' states that 
Mr. Rogers died from heart palpita¬ 
tion. The body was taken to San Ma¬ 
teo where funeral services were held 
on Wednesday which was attended by 
many from this city. The remains 
were shipped to relatives—father, bro¬ 
ther and sister—in Alton, Illinois, on 
Wednesday night, escorted by M. J. 
Hawes, partner of Mr. Rogers in the 
liquor business for a number of years. 
“Dick” was an affable man and had 
many friends who will mourn his 
death. He w r as 42 years old. 

The city board of trustees was to 
have held its regular weekly meeting 
on Tuesday evening, on account Mon¬ 
day being a legal holiday. The meeting 
was called to order by Chairman Me- 
Sweeney. Upon motion of Trustee Hea¬ 
ly, seconded by Trustee McGovern, ad¬ 
journment was taken out of respect to 
the memory of Mr. Rogers until Wed¬ 
nesday evening.

Albert T. Smith is getting along as 
well as can be expected from an opera¬ 
tion at a hospital in San Francisco last 
Monday. 

At a meeting of the local board of 
school trustees held Thursday evening 
a readjustment of teachers’ salaries 
was made. Hereafter Principal Geo. 
E. Britton will receive $1680 a year, 
and the teachers of the various grades 
under him will receive $840 a year of 
twelve months instead of $75 a month 
for ten months. 

W. J. McEwen, who has been em¬ 
ployed at the Western Meal Com¬ 
pany’s packing house in this city as 
head carpenter for the past nineteen 
years, has retired from that position. 
He intends to do farming in the Han 
Joaquin Valley in future. Mr. and 
Mrs. McEwen have many friends in 
this city who are sorry to learn they 
are to leave permanently. 

While starting afire with oil in a 
cook stove at his residence shortly be- 
for.. noon yesterday, August Chiousse 
was fatally burned about his head, 
shoulders, arms and legs. His clothes i 
caught fire from the can of oil that i 
exploded. The flames spread to the i 
woodwork of the house and Chiousse 
escaped from a window. The fire de¬ 
partment quickly responded to an 
alarm and extinguished the flames, j 
Mr. Chiousse was taken to a Han 
Mateo hospital where he died last 
night about 12 o’clock from the hor¬ 
rible burns lie received. 

Considerable excitement prevailed at 
the Linden Hotel about 7 o’clock last 
Tuesday evening when the woodwork 
in the partition between the barroom j 
and dining room of the hotel caught 
fire owing to a defective flue. An alarm 
was sounded by the city fire bell and 
Hose Co. No. 1 responded quickly and 
put out the flames with chemical ex¬ 
tinguishers. The damage caused by 
the fire was slight. The fire company 
deserves credit for its prompt work. 
Owing to the absence from the city of 
Chief H. W. Kneese, the work of the 
company was under the direction of 
Assistant Chief Andrew Cagnacci and 
Foreman M. C. Fprron. 


BADLY HURT 

Jumped From Fast Moving Train Yes¬ 
terday and Fractured His Skull- 
Expected to Die 


Deputy Sheriff Antone 8. Quilla of 
this city jumped from the Del Monte 
| express train to the platform at the 
| station in this city yesterday shortly 
after 12 o’clock noon while the train 
was traveling by at a speed of about 
thirty miles an hour, which resulted 
in his striking the hard pavement on 
his head and shoulders and fracturing 
badly the back of his head. Before 
Quillajumped, Baggagemen Wagen- 
knecht, who was standing on the 
platform, warned Quilla with motions 
of his hands not to jump. 

Quilla made the leap, hitting the 
ground with his head and shoulders 
and rolling in a partially conscious 
mass half the length of the platform. 
Wagenknecht rushed to his aid and 
after pulling away the official’s tatter¬ 
ed garments, found that Quilla’s head 
was crushed in. Aid was summoned, 
Quilla was treated by Dr. H. G. Fly- : 


mire and then carried to the Red Cross 
Guild Hospital at Han Mateo in the 
physician’s motor. 

Yesterday morning, Quilla took an 
early train to Redwood City where he 
swore to a warrant charging City 
Marshal II. \V. Kneese of this city 
with disturbing his peace the night 
before while they were in a 
spirited argument over a question of 
official authority in the matter of 
closing soloons at 11 p. m. 

Quilla’s overanxiety to serve the 
warrant on the marshal is supposed to 
have been the cause for his foolhardy 
attempt to jump from the express 
train. 

The latest account of Quilla’s con¬ 
dition is that during last night he re¬ 
gained consciousness for a few minutes 
and again lapsed into unconscious and 
was still in that condition this morn¬ 
ing and not expected to live.

LEGISLATIVE NOTES 


IN THE SENATE. 

The Senate on Wednesday passed 
the following bills: 

S. B. 646, Wolfe, including grave 
headstones within the law providing 


for mechanics' liens. 

S. B. 716, Finn, providing for a uni-; ^7 waa"“reported'out* with 


ties and Corrections Committee. He 
referred to the Kennedy bill which 
prohibits the use of any hatpin, the 
business end of which protrudes be¬ 
yond the outside of the hat. 

The bill introduced by Assembly- 
man Bonnett providing that the Su¬ 
perintendent of Printing shall be ap¬ 
pointed by the Governor and serve at 
his pleasure, not remain an elective 
office but be placed on the same plan 
as those administrative offices of the 


form method of plumbing inspection. 
This bill is one of the labor measures. 
It won by a vote of 26 to 3. 

S. B. 643, Thompson, allowing con¬ 
demnation proceedings for the exten¬ 
sion of irrigation ditches. 

S. B. 665. Estudillo, making it a mis¬ 
demeanor for butter to be marked 
“certified” when it has not the right 
to be so labeled. 

After two executive sessions the 
Committee on Corporations of the Sen¬ 
ate turned out Senator Roseberry’s 
employer’s liability law with a recom¬ 
mendation that it pass. The law was 
made a little more explicit, however, 
before the Committee finished with it. 

Senate Bill 644, by Senator Thomp¬ 
son, providing for the levy of an as¬ 
sessment by Supervisors to maintain 
irrigation ditches, was passed Thurs¬ 
day. 

A long debate resulted in the amend¬ 
ment of Senator Boynton’s proposed 
Constitutional Amendment providing 
that three-fourths of a jury may ren- 
red a verdict in criminal cases except 
in cases where the death penalty or 
life imprisonment may be inflicted. 
The measure was amended so that the 


favorable recommendation by the j jj£ 
Judiciary Committee of the House. I * 
Assemblyman Cogswell’s bill making 
the Surveyor General come under the 
same rule was also reported out favor¬ 
ably.

within the Department of Engineering 
and under the State Engineer. 

Senator Sanford’s Pay Check Bill, 
which passed the Upper House, was 
sent to the Assembly with a favorable 
report. It provides that payment in 
wages must be by negotiable check 
w'hich shall not be subject to discount 
and cashed on demand. 

The Committee substitute bills, pro¬ 
posed as amendatory measures to the 
Direct Primary law, went through the 
Assembly, one after another, with one 
or two exceptions, without a dissenting 
vote. The exceptions were those bills 
which the Committee desires to amend 
and they were passed on file for the 
present. 

The Judiciary Committee of the As¬ 
sembly sent an adverse recommenda¬ 
tion to the House on the bills which 
were designed to abolish capital pun¬ 
ishment.

New Senator From California la

The relations of Russia and China 
are strained to the breaking point. 
Russia has notified the governments 
of Great Brit&'n, France and Germany 
of her intention to make a military 
demonstration on the Russo-Chinese 
frontier owing to China’s persistent 
Violation of the St. Petersburg treaty 
of 1881. 

Russian troops will be sent forth¬ 
with to the district Ili. 

The extent of the demonstration, it 
is added in the diplomatic note, wit) 
depend entirely on the attitude as¬ 
sumed by China. 

The vital questions involved are 
free trade In Mongolia, the extra-ter¬ 
ritorial rights of Russians in China 
and the establishment of a Russian 
Consulate at Keobdo, Mongolia. 

Demands of Rusians. 

The strained relations between Rus¬ 
sia and China have finally resulted in 
a decisive action by the Russian Gov¬ 
ernment. According to instructions, 
M. Korotovitz, the Russian Minister 
to China, has presented to that Gov- 


President Taft’s reciprocity agree¬ 
ment with Canada was ratified in the 
House of Representatives through the 
support of an almost solid Democratic 
vote. The McCall bill, carrying the 
agreement into effect, was passed, 221 
to 92. 

The majority of the Republicans 
present voted against the measure, the 
division being 78 ayes and 87 noes. 
The Democratic vote was 143 ayes and 
only 5 noes. A majority of the Re¬ 
publican insurgents present voted for 
the bill. 

The McCall bill now goes to the Sen¬ 
ate. What its fate will be in that body 
is problematical. President Taft be¬ 
lieves, if a filibuster can be avoided 
and a vote taken, the bill will pass. 
He is insistant that the Senate shall 
act one way or the other, and has in¬ 
dicated that he would call an extra 
session cf Congress if it does not do so. 

The passage of the bill in the House 
came at the end of a long debate, 


Declaring that he has received ur¬ 
gent orders from the War Department 
at Washington to fully equip, prepare 
and bring the National Guard of Cali¬ 
fornia up to the standard of efficiency 
as rapidly as possible.

Close friends of Gage are said to have 
vouched for the statement that his 
connection with the diplomatic service 
would be terminated within a few 
days by a public announcement, of his 
resignation, 4>ut the Minister himself 
refused to be interviewed on the sub¬ 
ject. 

The soldiers of Uncle Sam along the 
Mexican border are apparently in 
earnest in their intention to prevent 
the Mexican insurgents from obtain¬ 
ing any assistance from the American 
side bf the line. Insurgent sympa¬ 
thizers in Los Angeles have received 
a communication from Simon Bert- 
bold, the American Socialist leader of 
the insurrectos at Mexicali, inclosing 
a letter received by him from Captain 
Babcock of the United States troops 
at Calexico, which prohibits the in 
surgents from entering United States 
soil, while either armed or unarmed, 
and from purchasing supplies of any 
kind on this side of the line. 

The Pacific Coast Horticultural So¬ 
ciety and the California Floral Society 
will combine in a large spring exhibit 
to be held in the Norman room at the 
Fairmont Hotel, San Francisco, on the 
afternoons and evenings of March 
301.h, 31st and April 1st. Much prepa¬ 
ration is being made for an elaborate 
display. Those who make the best 
display will be given certificates, and 
the proceeds from the entire exhibit 
will go to one of the local charities. 

Four million post cards extending 
an invitation to the recipients to visit 
California will be distributed through 
the instrumentality of the Southern 
Pacific passenger department between 
now and March 1st. This idea was 
decided upon at a meeting of the rep¬ 
resentatives of the Southern Pacific 
passenger department, who assembled 
in San Francisco from all sections of 
the State. 

Work has been started on the recla¬ 
mation of several thousand acres of 
tule land lying along the line of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad between 
Suisun and Benicia. The land is 
owned by William Pierce and Dr. 
Brownell, who are largely interested 
in Solano county realty. This im¬ 
mense area has been practically waste 
land, being used for a few months 
during the winter for duck hunting. 
The land will be reclaimed by throw¬ 
ing up a six-foot levee. It is estimated 
that it will take two big boats several 
months to complete the undertaking. 

At a regular meeting the State 
Board of Prison Directors has granted 
paroles to twenty-four prisoners, ap 
proved Warden John E. Hoyle’s re¬ 
port on the management of San Quen¬ 
tin penitentiary, and transacted a 
mass of routine business. An inves¬ 
tigation of the records of the prison¬ 
ers enjoying paroles showed that 88 
per cent of the paroled men had be¬ 
come useful citizens. 


In final celebration of the victory 
won in Washington, when Congress 
awarded to San Francisco the official 
celebration of the completion of the 
Panama canal, there will be held on 
Saturday, February 25th, a parade and 
two receptions, followed by a banquet 
on February 27th, at which the citi¬ 
zens of San Francisco will show their 
appreciation of the efforts of the Cali¬ 
fornia delegation at Washington. 

The parade of honor will culminate 
in a public reception in Union Square, 
San Francisco. This will continue dur¬ 
ing the greater part of the day and 
will be resumed in the evening in 
more formal fashion, when the mem¬ 
bers of the delegation will be the 
guests of honor at some hotel yet to 
be selected. The celebration will end 
on Monday evening, February 27th, 
when the delegation will be given a 
banquet at the St. Francis Hotel. 
James Rolph Jr., acting president of 
the exposition, will preside as toast¬ 
master. 

The programme for the two days 
was arranged at a meeting of the com¬ 
mittee on parades, ceremonies and re¬ 
ceptions held at exposition headquar¬ 
ters. 

It is the plan of the committee that 
the parade shall consist of an escort 
of honor to accompany the members 
of the Washington delegation during 
fheir progress through the streets. The 
escort will probably be limited to uni¬ 
formed organizations and it. will be 
no longer than is absolutely necessary, 
and will be accompanied by a number 
of bands. Every Californian who took 
an important part in influencing the 
exposition legislation at Washington 
will occupy a seat, in a decorated auto 
mobile. 

The line of parade will probably be 
from Van Ness avenue and Market 
street, down Market to the Ferry 
building, countermarching on Market 
and direct to Union Square, where the 
guests of honor will receive their 
friends on a platform erected for the 
purpose.

War Will Not Result. 

That war will not result from the 
latest movement of the Russian Gov¬ 
ernment is the confident belief in dip¬ 
lomatic circles, for it is generally un¬ 
derstood that the Chinese are totally 
unprepared to meet such a foe as Rus¬ 
sia at this juncture.

Now that tlie Hensley-Green Com¬ 
pany contemplate completing during 
the summer the contract made to their 
clients, tiie people should get together, 
the sooner the belter, and devise ways 
to take up the further improvement 
and advancement of the town. The 
West Shore Realty Company has

After the real estate company com¬ 
pletes the work promised, they will 
not expend any more money in the 
upkefcp of natural conditions that may 
follow. Drains across the streets will be 
neglected, washouts will be allowed to 
remain without repair, damaged ap¬ 
proaches to bridges will meet the same 
fate, and even the bridges will fall in 
line of neglect and cease to be of use. 
Retrogration and deterioration will 
soon manifest itself. Property values 
will shrink. If conditions become intol¬ 
erable, those who can will leave, and 
empty houses will bear witness to 
j those who should have taken a hold 
and sustained tlie town in the time of 
J progressiveness. A mass meeting 


should be called, and an active com¬ 
mittee of fifteen residents selected to 
devise ways and report when they 
deem t lie urgency for prompt 
action necessary. The committee 
could keep in close touch with San 
Francisco officials and anntxition 
committee, and in the ev ent of annexa¬ 
tion our people could incorporate and 
thus give us a standing, a standing of 
which only incorporated towns 
will have any recognition. At 
present San Bruno is the only 
town along the peninsula that is never 
represented al meetings assembled for 
the purpose of uplifting the backward 
conditions sis they exist. This commit¬ 
tee could represent our interests. Bow 
fares will be a subject for discussion, 
suid needs the active support of all in 
the near future, as laws recently en¬ 
acted in Sacramento opens up the way 
in a new direction, and a three dollar 
rate could be obtained before the win¬ 
ter sets in if we get behind the pro¬ 
ject. Tlie only way to boost is to work. 
There is no meaning in tlie word it¬ 
self. Let us work, and when we work 
wee boost, and get results.
